DEVASTATEI) BY STORM

Metro City Built on Long Island
Destroyed by Terrifie
Gale

The entire Itallan village which the Metro
company had Jjuat bullt In the center of
Brighton Beach race track for the screen
production of "Romeo and Jullet" was com.
plately destroyed by the terrific storm that
swenpt over New York and environs last
week. Morn than 060 mon were empioyed
on the constructlon work, with only a few
hours more labor to mark ita complation.
The severse storm, with wind blowing off
the ocean at hurricans velocity, In leas than
D minutes destroyed tha work of many
weelts. Melro suffered a financlal loes of
several thousand dollars, In addition to the
big loas that the delay will cont.

Arthur Shipley, who was In charges of
the work during the ahsencs of Edward
Schulter, technleal director at the Meatro-
Quallty studiom, had a narrow escape from
serioun Injury. When the storm arcse Mr.
Shipley directed a group of men to arranga
gulds ropes and heavy wires ovar the struc-
ture at wvarious pointa, and fasten them
with stakes driven Into the ground. He
was on tap of a high seaffolding with threa
men, when a sudden sweep of wind car-
rled the structura over and sent the men
toppling to the ground. A fow seconds
later m holt of lightning struck a telephona
pole which was not mors than 20 feet from
where the men lay on the ground, stunned.
